In his lettjrEQ^S/17/66, Senator Dodd offers to cooperate 
completely and place at our disposal entire file of his correspondence 
With Klein. Enclosed with this letter is a 16-page analysis with 
three exhibits, prepared in the Senator's office, of these charges 
and allegat ions which the Senator' 'describes - as 'gross and malicious 
falsehoods. O ne exhibit men tioned (a letter from State Department 
escort officer j 1 ) was not received.^' Dodd acknowledges

RECOMMENDATIONS; 

1. Jack Anderson contacted Mr* DeLoach on 2/4/66 and 
2/11/66 and offered to make available for FBI review files in his 
possession which reportedly represent interviews with eight past 
and present employees of Senator Dodd who attested to the "crooked- 
ness" of the Senator and which allegedly contain information possibly ~ 
indicative of violations of law within our jurisdiction* Anderson 
said he has files which were removed from Dodd's office by a current 
employee of the Senator* We advised the AG of this by memorandum 
dated 2/16/66 and sought his advice as to whether Anderson's offer 
should be accepted* It is recommended we furnish a copy of Senator 
Dodd's letter of 2/17/66, together with a copy of tjie enclosures 
to the AG and request his advice as to whether violations of any 
laws within our jurisdiction are indicated; if so, what specific 
statutes; and whether investigation is desired* Letter to the AG 
is attached for approval.

as theft and larceny from Federal buildings in the District are 
investigated by local authorities as possible violations of the 
District of Columbia Code. 

With reference to the possible applicability of the 
Theft of Government Property Statutes, it would appear on the basis 
of available information, that the documents and correspondence 
referred to by Dodd consist of communications written to him and 
by him or copies thereof. On this basis, it would seem there is 
a legal question as to whether such documents could be considered 
Government property within the meaning of the mentioned statutes. 

RECOMMENDATIONS : 

41) That the attached memorandum be forwarded to the 
Attorney General (with copies for the Deputy Attorney General and 
Assistant Attorney General Fred M; Vinson, Jr.) pointing out cer- 
tain questions concerning FBI jurisdiction in connection with the 
alleged theft and iseeking the advice of the Department as to the 
specific statute under which such investigation should proceed if 
it is still desired that the Bureau handle the investigation^ 

(2) Upon receipt of a reply from the Department, we will 
direct a letter to Senator Dodd advising him of the views of the 
Department and action being taken by the Bureau.

This is the case in which Anderson offered to make avails 
able to the Bureau for review files in his possession which Anderson 
claims contain material indicating the involvement of Senator Dodd 
in violations of law within the FBI's jurisdiction. As requested 
by the Attorney General, Anderson was contacted on 2/22/66 by two . 
Agents of our Washington Field Office for the purpose of beginning,^ 
the file review. Anderson advised that he has one large file" draw efc 
consisting of 31 folders which could be reviewed or copied by Bureau' 
Agents only in his home, and only in his presence. He stated "that 
his time was limited and he wlodld be free only on weekends to' make 
available his records for review by our Agents. On 2/22/66, when 
contacted he made available one of the 31 folders which the Agents 
reviewed. This file contained correspondence indicating a close 
relationship between the Senator and Majjor General Julius Klein, 
(reported representative of West German interests) . The correspondence 
showed attempts by Klein to have Dodd make statements on th£ Senate

The interview consisted primarily of ANDERSON 
reading and .explaining, memoranda he had typed from his shorthand 
notes of interviews over a 4-month period with former employees 
of DODD and informants. ANDERSON insisted on reading memos to 
conceal sources. 

ANDERSON generally reviewed the case of Major General 
JULIUS KLEIN, retired, and said his files (photographed by 
Agents) and newspaper articles pretty well covered the matter. 
ANDERSON said KLEIN used DODD as sounding board in promoting 
KLEIN's interests and. had DODD intercede on his behalf in 
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numerous matters. ANDERSON said DODD once told KLEIN in a 
v^stormy trans -Atlantic conversation 1 * not to talk to him (DODD), . 
A U.S. Senator, like he was an employee of KLEINJ. but ANDERSON'S 
informant said DODD continued to act like an employee. . 

ANDERSON said he and DODD's employees were at a loss, 
to explain how DODD could do the favors he did for KLEIN if 
he did not receive money. ANDERSON outlined a number of items 
where he says DODD favored KLEIN. 

ANDEgSpN outlined specific instances where he said 
he believed K LE IN took campaign funds and used them for his 
personal affairs. He said DODD had shown campaign expenses 
to be higher than they were to cover up money "he pocketed/ 1 
ANDERSON said DODD failed to report many campaign contributions 
and used them for his. personal benefit. Further , that he. 
padded statements, of campaign expenditures to cover money he 
v^ersontfally used.. ANDERSON said none of these funds used for 
personal benefit were shown on his income tax returns* 

ANDERSON said he understood from sources and DODD's 
' financial records that based on conservative accounting DODD 
received: approximately $495,000 in campaign contributions

" $130,000 and he "pocketed" $365,000. ANDERSON said DODD's 
personal and financial record^ which he (ANDERSON) has copies

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Spanel Pushed By Efodd as

Of all the peculiar projects 
of Sen,, Thomas J. Dodd (D 
Conn.) one of the strangest 
Was his promotion of A. N. 
Spanel of Jnten^QnalKatex 
for an ambassadorship. 

Spanel founded the Interna- 
tional Latex Gorp., which man- 
ufactures ladies* undergar- 
ments. He likes to advertise 
by running paid editorials in 
the Nation's leading news- 
papers in the form of editorial 
advice on foreign affairs. His 
editorial-ads frequently, deal 
with France, and ever *since 
France made him a member of 
the Legion of Honor, Spanel 
has hankered to be U.S. Am- 
bassador to Prance. 

To this end", Abe sought the 
support of Sen. Dodd, who 
nominated Lyndon B. Johnson 
for President in 1960 and 
boasts of his White House con- 
nections. 

Spanel started shelling out 
contributions to Dodd early in 
1964— first, $650 to his Senate 
campaign, then $1500 to the 
Citizens Committee for Dodd. 
The latest and largest dona- 
tion was $10,000. 

IDodd's office records show a 
telephone call from Irving 
Fefman, International Latex's 
Washington representative, 
Oct. 15, 1964. He left the fol- 
; K 



lowing message;, "Would like 
to see you Monday morning 
for a very few minutes. Very 
important." 

Staff members learned later, 
jthey told us, that Ferman had 
offered Dodd a $1,000 contri- 
bution if he would use* his in- 
fluence with President John- 
son to get Spanel an ambassa- 
dorship. 

Ferman showed up in 
Dodd's office with the money 
at 2:30 p.m. on Dec. 8. 

The following month Spa- 
nel sent the Senator a memo 
randum to be submitted to 
the White House suggesting 
how President Johnson ought 
to handle President de Gaulle. 

Dodd dictated a letter to 
the< President on Jan. 27, 1965, 
which was supposed to ac- 
company the memorandum. 

"The attached memorandum 
was given to me by my friend, 
A. N. Spanel, the president 
of International Latex Corpo- 
ration," said Dodd. "As ypu 
know, he has a long associa- 
tion with, and experiences in 
France, and I have found his 
sources of information to be 
truly remarkable." 

But, the last minute, Dodd 
had a change of heart and 
didn't mail the letter. He con- 
tinued, 'however, to push Spa- 
nel for an -ambassadorship. In 
February, he requested a 
'biographical sketch* of Spa- 
nel's- wife, Margaret, to ac- 




company the recommend a- 
tion. 

Bras for Office Staff 

At one point, Spaniel di- 
rected Fermaa to request the 
bust measurements of all the 
girls in Dodd's office, then 
sent each one a deluxe bra 
Despite the $12,150 in con- 
tributions and the bras, how- 
ever, Spanel still isn't an am- 
bassador. 

We questioned Ferman 
ab.out the $10,000 he delivered 
to Dodd's office. 

"A. N. made the contribution 
because he likes Dodd," was 
Ferman's explanation. 

He acknowledged that Spa- 
nel had sought Dodd's support 
for an ambassadorship, but de- 
nied that any money had been 
paid to get it. ✓ 

"There was no deal," insist- 
ed Ferman. "That money was 
not given in return for an am- 
-bassadorship. If I felt that' 
$10,000 could buy an ambassa- 
dorship, I don't deserve to ,be 
in Washington." 

He claimed it was. merely a 
campaign contribution. 

"But the- money wasn't de- 
livered until after the elec- 
tion," it was painted out. 

"It was committed during 
the campaign," said Ferman. 

Spanel denied to us that he 
had any knowledge of a $10,- 
000 contribution. He acknowl- 
edged only the $2150 that was 
donated in his name during 
the 1964 campaign. He also 
declared that he- had notf 
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sought an rS ambasj&dorship. 

Then he called in Ferman 
td back up his story. In this 
second interview, F er man 
supported Spanel's claim that 
he had never sought an am- 
bassadorship. Ferman said 
that he, on his own, had 
brought- up the idea with. 
Dodd. 

Ferman also claimed that 
Spanel knew nothing of the 
postelection contribution. "Af- 
ter refreshing his memory, 
Ferman said, he recalled that 
only $8000 had been delivered 
to Dodd in cash. He also 
claimed that his office records 
showed this was handed to the 
Senator on Feb. 8, 1965, not 
Dec. 8, 1964. 

In addition to the $8000, 
which Ferman said was cbn- 
tributed by various unnamed 
individuals, he acknowledged 
that he had given Dodd «an 
additional $1500 during the 
campaign. This was in addi- 
tion to the $2150 reported, in 
Spanel's name.

This will. rof er to the memorandum of the Attorney 
General dated February IS, 1966, requesting that this Bureau 
review files in possession of Mr. Jack Anderson, associate, of 
columnist Drew Pearson, which Sr. Anderson had previously of fered 
to make available. These files reportedly contain information 
possibly indicative of violations of law within the FBI*s Juris- 
diction involving Senator Dodd. 



, For the information of the Criminal Division, Special 
Agents of the.. FBI Washington Field Office have been in contact 
with Mr. Anderson recently on several occasions and have photo- 
graphed approximately 4,500 documents which he made available. 
Mr. Anderson has limited our access to the documents in his 
possession to dates when he is available, usually on weekends. 

On February 26, 1966* Mr* Anderson related that he 
understood from his sources, which he would not identify, and 
from Senator DOdd's record, copies of which he has in his pos- 
session, that Senator Dodd received approximately $495,000 in 
campaign contributions between the years I960 and 1965. In 
this connection ^ Mr* Anderson added that Senator Dodd's campaign 
expenditures during this period were approximately $130, 000 and 
that Senator Dodd '•pocketed* the remainder, $365, 000. According 
to Mr. Anderson, personal and. financial records of Senator Dodd, 
cbpies of which he, Anderson, has in his possession, reflect 
that Senator Dodd deposited, campaign funds in&his. own personal 
, bank account for his own personal use and* never reported these 
funds on his tax return.

THEFT OF DOCUMENTS FROM SENATOR DODD'S OFFICE : 

We received a request on March 9, 1966, to investigate 
the theft of documents ±v t om the office of Senator Dodd. We cannot 
delay for an unreasonable length of time any inquiry into the 
alleged theft* However, there are certain factors which appear 
obvious if a premature inquiry is instituted. Any inquiries into 
the theft will necessarily involve interviews with persons who 
have had access^ to material in addition to Jack Anderson. If 
Anderson is approached on this subject matter at this time, he 
will most likely "clam upM, and decline to cooperate to the fullest 
extent. As of now there does not appear to be any evidence that 
he is deliberately attempting to withhold information. If we can 
complete the photographing and preparing of this material for 
proper dissemination to the Criminal Division of the Department 
by March 18, 1966, this is not an unreasonable lapse of time „ be- 
fore initiating ah inquiry into the theft. We, of course, cannot ; 
expect to have Anderson put in written form or dictate into a \ 
dictating machine his written notes or observations' by this target \ 
date as we know he has other commitments which obviously would 
preclude him from even initiating this project. This is based 
upon our knowledge he has a book to complete within the next week 
or so; he claims he has been slowed up because of his recent ill- 
ness; and his day-to-day operation with constant interruptions 
certainly are not conducive to getting this dictation out of the 
way in preference to the other commitments which the Agents have 
observed he may have. 

Insofar as the Bureau is concerned we hope to be by 
March 18, 1966, in the position to submit to the Department the 
written material which will have been photographed and properly 
organized for appropriate transmission to the Criminal Division. 
This will put the Bureau in the position of having obtained what- 
ever documentation is available at this point. It will also allow 
the Department to start reviewing this material for the purpose 
of determining whether any Federal violation exists. Upon trans- 
mission of this material to the Department, we will clearly in- 
dicate Anderson has other information pertaining to the Dodd 
matter which he has not reduced to available form. 

CONTACTS WITH ANDERSON : 

We have had three visits to And.erson r s riesidence for the 
purpose of obtaining documents. This began on February 22, when 
Anderson was present. On February 26, Anderson was also present.

On March 2, his wife was present in his absence. We have a con- 
ference set for Saturday, March 12, at 10:15 a.m. So far we have 
been able to obtain in spite of all of the difficulty approximately 
5,000 photographs of the records. Eight Agents of the Washington 
Field Office are in the process of reviewing, correlating, and 
attempting to summarize in some understandable form these records. 
Anderson has a conglomeration of unorganized material which upon 
first blush would appear to be a hodge podge of correspondence. 
It nevertheless has to be organized in some manner so it may be 
transmitted to the Department in as organized a manner as possible 
under the circumstances. Anderson has eight children runnings 
through the home who are in and out of his office. He is con- 
stantly on the telephone making and receiving telephone calls re- 
lating to so-called important news which form the basis of his 
day-to-rday activity. He is unavailable except at the designated 
times indicated above. He is presently preparing a book which 
must be completed within the next week or two. His illness during 
the past week with the flue prevented us from being in contact b6 
with him since March 2. For these reasons and the observations b7 
set forth herein, it. is to the Bureau* s advantage to complete 
our photographing of the written material at the earliest practical 
time and we have arbitrarily, therefore, set the March 18, 1966, 
time as our target date. Any developments which in any way would 
prevent us from carrying out this plan will be brought to the 
Director's attention and we will also keep the Director informed 
of bur current activity.

JACK N. ANDERSON, Co-author with DREW PEARSON of "Washington 
Merry-Go-Round , " offered to make available for review files 
which allegedly contained information possibly indicative of 
. violations of law on part of Senator THOMAS J 0 DODD. This 
investigation was limited to interviews with ANDERSON and 
review of files which he made available. ANDERSON obtained 
_ information and copies of documents Concerning DODD through 
VSjVpei'sbns on DODD* S\ staff . ANDERSON referred to his columns . 
x ty on DODD and JULXJIstaffilN, and said information he had indicated 
\Xy DODD had appare'n.^ijyY" gone out, of his way to perform services 
Y and favors for KLEIN. ANDERSON does ; not know whether there 
/ are Federal violations on part of DODD and KLEIN, but suspects, 
there could, be.

ANDERSON said DODD lives above his -means 
and borrows heavily. He said DODD has given testimonial 
dinners a$d invited persons for whom he had done favors.

ANDERSON suspects DODD "pockets the money" for his personal 
use, inasmuch as within a week after such dinners, DODD's 
bank loans are paid off. ANDERSON said DODD. filed a report of 
campaign contributions and expenditures in 1964 with State 
of Connecticut. ANDERSON indicated DODD failed to report 
political contributions and padded expenditures, using the 
proceeds for personal matters. ANDERSON said it was reported 
to him that DODD habitually' came to campaign headquarters 
"bulging with cash" but kept no records. ANDERSON cited 
instances of abotfe, which are set forth. ANDERSON alleged 
DODD was guilty of taking Federal money under false pretenses " 
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in that he has taken trips for which the travel expense was 
paid for by the Government, but for which DODD would also 
receive travel expense money from private sources. ANDERSON 
said he has reviewed Internal Revenue statutes concerning 
political contributions, and he is convinced he has located 
clear cut violations on part of DODD where he used political 
contributions for personal purposes and has not reported same 
as income.

Mr 0 ANDERSON stated that he would willingly furnish 
information which had come into his possession regarding 
possible violations of law on the part of Senator THOMAS Jo 
DODDo ANDERSON stated that there were certain difficulties 
involved in furnishing the information, in that he could not 
make his own memoranda of interviews available for examination, 
because these were based on interviews with individuals who 
were members of Senator DODD's staff, and he could not show 
these memoranda to interviewing agents, because the memoranda 
would identify the sources of his information, which he 
never does without their permission^ 

ANDERSON said his interest in matters relating to 
Senator DODD went back three or four years. About six months 
ago, ANDERSON talked to persons on Senator DODD's staff. 
These persons subsequently made available to ANDERSON various 
documents and records for copying • ANDERSON said obtaining 
the documents was a long process, in that he had to obtain 
the documents a few at a time for copying, from his sources. 
He said these sources were honorable people, and he had to 
point ,out to them over a period of time that their loyalty 
to the American taxpayer and the Government should be above 
their loyalty to Senator P0DD o ANDERSON said he persuaded 
the employees to bring the original documents to him for 
copying.

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ANDERSON said he would be glad to sketch out 
generally what had appeared in his newspaper column, the 
"Washington Merry-Go -Round," (which he co-authors with DREW

to release his story, the timing of the story was accelerated 
by the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) investigation of 



Senator DODD, in the "DODD 

ANDERSON said his columns on JULIUS KLEIN would 
generally give the picture as to what information he had 
concerning DODD and KLEIN. ANDERSON said the information and 
documents gathered indicated DODD had apparently gone out of 
his way to perform services and favors for KLEIN. ANDERSON 
said he does not know whether there are Federal violations 
on the part of DODD and KLEIN, but he suspects that there 
could be. 

ANDERSON said he had no evidence that Senator DODD 
received money from KLEIN. ANDERSON and other people (his 
sources apparently) suspect that Senator DODD received money 
from KLEIN or that KLEIN did something for DODD because of 
the closeness of their association. 

ANDERSON noted in this regard that KLEIN had con- 
fessed under oath that he ha d given money to

KLEIN, Because of this, ANDERSON suspects that KLEIN would 
give something to DODD who did much for him. 

ANDERSON said Senator DODD had done favors for 
various United States companies, most of which were Connecticut 
firms . 

ANDERSON said people have seen cash payments made 
to DODD; these could be campaign contributions; there was 
difficulty in pinning them down or tracing them in available 
records regarding campaign contributions. ANDERSON said DODD 
did not report this money in his income tax returns, copies 
of which ANDERSON has. 
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ANDERSON said Senator DODD lives above his means, 
and borrows heavily. DODD has given testimonial dinners and 
invited persons for whom he had done favors. The purpose of 
the dinners was statedly to raise campaign funds. Officials 
of Connecticut firms, as well as others who had been favored 
by DODD, were invited to such dinners. ANDERSON said he 
suspects that Senator DODD "pockets the money" for his personal 
use, inasmuch as within a week after such dinners, loans of 
money which had been borrowed by DODD from banks would be 
paid off. ANDERSON said to him the conclusion is obvious, 
that Senator DODD used the money to pay off personal loans. 
ANDERSON said there was no report on Senator DODD's tax returns 
showing the "receipt of such money. ANDERSON said that 
President JOHNSON attended one such dinner given by DODD when 
JOHNSON was Vice President. 

ANDERSON said DODD "sold at least one ambassador- 
ship." When asked for specifics in this regard, Mr. ANDERSON 
said that DODD got funds which were supposedly campaign funds , 
hut, for which ANDERSON could locate no record, for pushing 

of Interna tional L atex Corporation as Ambassador to 

France, An aide of I ~l brought in ten to fifteen thousand 

dollars to Senator DODD's office. Two witnesses (not 

identified by ANDERSON) were present when the aide of | 
came to the office and said he had the money to give to 
Senator DODD; they saw the aide go into Senator DODD's office 
but did not actually witness the money being given to the 
Senator. 

ANDERSON stated that he would furnish orally the 
information he had obtained from DODD ' s employees , both 
present and former, which was contained in his own memoranda. 
He said he would furnish this within the limits of time avail- 
able to him, without revealing the identity of the sources. 

ANDERSON exhibited thirty-one folders containing 
copies of correspondence, pamphlets, press releases and hand- 
written notations, which he stated he would make available 
for review by interviewing agents, after extracting his own 
memoranda. 
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ANDERSON mentioned that one of the folders, 
captioned "Curious Case of JULIUS KLEIN," revealed an 
association between KLEIN and DODD. He. said there was 
information in the. file which indicated KLEIN had DODD 
write letters and meet with officials and businessmen of 
West Germany. The correspondence showed attempts by KLEIN 
to have DODD make state ments on the Senate floor favorable 
- to l l of the German Federal Republic. 

ANDERSON noted that in correspondence KLEIN had mentioned 
that friendship was a "two-way street." 

ANDERSON indicated one of the folders contained 
material which might possibly reveal payroll kickbacks in- 
volving DODD and employees on DODD's payroll. He said this 
pertained to individuals on DODD's payroll who had loaned 
DODD money. ANDERSON indicated he considered the possibil- 
ity that DODD may have put the persons on the payroll, 
using this as a device to repay the loans; or DODD may have 
repaid the loans and put them on the payroll in the way of 
extra payment. ANDERSON thought that these individuals who 
were put on the payroll may have done some little . bit of 
work. 

ANDERSON pointed out the only proviso he had with 
regard to making the information available was that it not 
be furnished to Senator DODD in any manner. 

ANDERSON said that the records he obtained from 
DODD's office would have to be reviewed or copied at his 
home in his presence. He indicated the only time he would 
have available would be on weekends. 

ANDERSON terminated the interview at this time, 
saying that he had an appointment and could not furnish 
additional time on this occasion.

ANDERSON said he had other records of DODD which were 
brought to him by his sources and which he generally considered 
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of no particular consequence to this matter. ANDERSON said 
he would make this material available for review but indx- 
cated the documents related to what he considered to be trivxa. 

ANDERSON advised, with reference to information per- 
taining to Major General JULIUS KLEIN, United States Army 
(Retired), that most of the story was told in his column and 
by the documents which he was making available. ANDERSON 
added that during the course of his inquiry, he interviewed 
employees of Senator DODD and other sources. He said he pre- 
pared shorthand notes regarding these interviews, some of 
which he had typed in memorandum form and Others which still 
remained in shorthand. ..^ 

ANDERSON volunteered to review' these memoranda and 
notes and to furnish information therefrom without, revealing 
the source from which he had obtained the information. 
ANDERSON, reading from his memoranda ,, advised as follows: 

ANDERSON said that people in DODD's office said that 
KLEIN had an intimate working relationship with DODD and was 
a frequent visitor to DODD's office where he made himself at 
home, making frequent long distance business calls at ; tax » 
payers' expense. The calls were not charged to KLEIN and it 
was assumed that they had been charged to DODD ' s office , 

ANDERSON said KLEIN maintains a luxury suite on the 
17th floor of ; the Essex House in New York City. DODD fre- 
quently visits New York City and stays at the Essex House, 
frequently at KLEIN'S expense. When: KLEIN'S suite is not 
available. DOD D stays at the New York Athletic Club, and a

ANDERSON'S sources can verify DODD's frequent visits 
to KLEIN'S suite?. He frequently takes Mrs. DODD there, and 
one week they vacationed there at KLEIN'S expense. The manager 
of the hotel had bouquets of flowers delivered every morning 
to the suite on this occasion. DODD Would not check in at 
the Essex House, but would go directly to KLEIN'S suite. 
Arrangements for DODD's visits were made through KLEIN'S New 
York office on a secret basis. Occasionally there was a mix- 
up and KLEIN'S suite would be occupied by someone else. On 
these occasions, DODD would register and use another room until 
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KLEIN s suxte was available, DODD paying the tab himself. DODD 
frequently bQasted how cleverly he managed to use KLEIN' s suite 
without disclosing this on the records .

Finally * KLEIN complained to DODD in a "stormy trans-

The source indicated, however, that 
DODD went on to act like an employee of KLEIN, doing what KLEIN 
said ; .

SOURWINE, Chief Counsel, Senate internal Security Subcommittee, 
who made arrangements for DODD's trip.

KLEIN associates met DODD and a "tug of war ensued" between the 
Embassy personnel and KLEIN'S forces. KLEIN'S forces won the 
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"tug of war" and drove DODD to Bonn, Germany. DODD told KLEIN 
during an automobile ride in the latter portion of the trip 
to Bonn that he was going to ruin everything with scenes such 
as his forces made at the airport. DODD told KLEIN he would 
do everything KLEIN wanted him to do. DODD said he was going 
to help KLEIN, but KLEIN could hurt himself through actions 
such as that demonstrated at the airport. 

DODD told KLEIN that he, DODD, would be more effec- 
tive in helping KLEIN if KLEIN stayed away from him. During 
each of DODD's meetings with German leaders, DODD made a pitch 
for KLEIN, saying how well KLEIN was thought of in the United 
States Government circles, and how much he could be of value 
to them. 

When DODD returned to the United States, KLEIN'S New 
York office demanded to know when and where DODD was arriving 
in the United States. KLEIN wanted to have a press conference 
at the airport and be identified in public with DODD. DODD 
vetoed this idea and gave orders not to let KLEIN know when 
he was coming in. 

ANDERSON stated that KLEIN badgered DODD to write 
on his behalf to German officials and businessmen, boosting 
KLEIN. DODD would dictate the letters in KLEIN'S presence, 
but would tear them up after KLEIN left his office. DODD 
finally sent a few letters because KLEIN had contacts in Ger- 
many who were aware that the torn-up letters were not reaching 
their destination. 

People in DODD's office noted that DODD was insulted 
and outraged by some of KLEIN'S actions. While outwardly he 
was friendly toward KLEIN, he privately expressed irritation 
with KLEIN. Therefore, these persons were convinced that DODD 
was "on the take." They felt there could be no other explana- 
tion; however, they have absolutely no proof of this. 

KLEIN admitted under oath during the trial of former 
Governor STRATTON of Illinois that he, KLEIN, had paid STRATTON 
cash with no strings attached. ANDERSON said DODD did far more 
for KLEIN than STRATTON, and he considered that DODD would not 
have put up with KLEIN if he was not getting something out of 
it. 

ANDERSON said it was unusual for KLEIN, a German 
agent, to tell DODD what to do. He said DODD is a proud indi- 
vidual who is indignant toward KLEIN behind KLEIN'S back but 
nice to his face. 
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DODD's and KLEIN'S behavior indicates there must have been a 
"take" involved because KLEIN acted as if he owned DODD. 

DODD had briefing memoranda he carried with him on 
his trip to Europe, concerning the people and background of 
such people he was going to meet in West Germany. DODD was 
constantly fearful of losing these documents which were 
prepared for him by KLEIN. 

ANDERSON said he talked to KLEIN and that KLEIN 
acknowledged he bought a $1,000.00 table to a testimonial 
dinner as a contribution to DODD. He denied DODD used the 
Essex suite except to drop by for a visit, or that he ever 
gave any gifts to DODD* 

KLEIN acknowledged making payments to STRATTON, but 
denied having made payments to anyone else. ANDERSON ques- 
tioned KLEIN as to why he gave money to STRATTON who did 
nothing, for him, and KLEIN said STRATTON needed the money to 
pay precinct workers.. .ANDERSON considered that KLEIN was 
less than frank with him during the interview. 

DODD filed a. report of campaign contributions and 
expenditures in 1964 with the State of Connecticut. ANDERSON 
indicated DODD failed to report political contributions and 
padded expenditures, using the proceeds for personal matters. 
Illustrative of these practices are the following examples: 

JERSON cited an item of expense for $8,500.00 to 
a free-lance writer in Washington, D. C, who 
purportedly prepared campaign material for DODD. ANDERSON 
said th is was ac tually a private personal commercial venture. 
He said l I was writing a book for DODD which DODD intended 

selling for. his own personal benefit . The book was not ready 
for DODD until after the campaign was over. DODD told his 
staff he did not *want to see the book until the campaign was 
over, which is indicative of the fact that this book was un- 
related to the campaign. 

ANDERSON does not think the book met the publisher's 
needs and thereafter it was not published ANDERSON considers the 
$8,500 item to be a f alse report* ANDERSON said a check was

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ANDERSON cited two entries totaling $579.00 to 
Schneider's for buffet luncheons for campaign purposes. 
Schneider's is actually a liquor store in Washington, D. C, 
and the bill was for liquor delivered to the Senator's office. 

ANDERSON said in 1964 two items totaling $10,200.00 
were charged to the University Press for printing campaign 
leaflets. ANDERSON said the truth is that only two campaign 
leaflets were used. One was prepared by Randall and included 
in a prior item, and the second, a Reader's Digest article, was 
reprinted by the Reader's Digest. ANDERSON said University, 
Press did no printing for DODD's 1964 campaign and the entire 
$10,200.00 is a fraud. 

ANDERSON said in the 1956 campaign., University Press 
did a lot of printing which DODD never paid for. For years, 
DODD carried this debt as a personal debt. A few years ago, 

a| | of University Press, 

reportedly told DODD he would write off the charge as a bad debt 
but needed DODD's permission. ANDERSON'S source knows that 
DODD agreed to have University Press do this, and it was assumed 
the debt was written off. In 1964 the University Press did 
nothing for DODD. 

ANDERSON said DODD charged a bill of $1,458.00 from 
the Senate Restaurant to the campaign. The source said this 
could not have been spent on the campaign because it repre- 
sented feeding DODD and his family who came almost every night 
to eat in the restaurant. 
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ANDERSON stated there was a charge of $221.75 to 
the Congressional Country Club for political meetings. He 
said fortunately receipts are available which itemize the 
charges, and most of the expenses were for DODD's children 
and had nothing to do with politics.

According to ANDERSON'S sources, these employees had little 
travel expense in connection with the campaign. 

ANDERSON cited a campaign charge ftn .Tftrsev Airways 



of $200.00. He said this was reimbursed by 
Metromedia or by Metromedia itself. 

ANDERSON said his source claimed that campaign 

buttons and bumper sticker charges seemed to be padded. They 

feel that DODD did not pay as much as he claimed but they had 
no proof of this. 

ANDERSON said a $1,200.00 charge to the Senate 
Recording Studio represented a 1963 expense and should not 
have been charged to the campaign. 

ANDERSON said t chargesof $5,500.00 to DODD Is .American 
Airlines Credit Card was charged to the campaign. He said 
half of the charges against the credit card occurred in 1963 
and included charges for many trips for DODD's family, includ- 
ing a Florida vacation for Mrs. DODD and the family. ANDERSON 
said he has DODD's diary and that not much flying on American 
Airlines is indicated, for campaign purposes. 

ANDERSON cited a charge for Western Union of 
$1,105.22. His source does not recall the use of telegrams 
in the campaign and was thus mystified by the charge. They 
did locate a bill from Western Union for $111.00 and some 
cents. They noted this was exactly one-tenth of the total 
amount charged to the campaign. 

ANDERSON cited a $57.00 charge to the campaign for 
an electric heater. ANDERSON said the heater was installed in 
DODD's home at North Stonington, Connecticut, and, to the best 
of his knowledge, was never used in the campaign. 
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ANDERSON cited a charge of $657 .50 which was charged 
as a campaign expense to | j a Washington photog- 

rapher. The photographer reportedly took pictures at DODD's 
30th wedding anniversary party which was attended by President 
LYNDON B. JOHNSON and LADY BIRD. The party was held at the 
University Club and catered. ANDERSON'S source said no bill 
was submitted by the University Club. When the source asked 
DODD about the bill and when it would be coming in, DODD said 
the party was paid for by some friends. Actually, the source 
believed, the party was paid for in cash by DODD himself from 
DODD's campaign funds.

In the fall of 1963, a DODD Testimonial Committee was 
set up to throw a fund-raising dinner for DODD. LYNDON B. 
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JOHNSON, then Vice President, was present. 

' I I used the accounts indiscriminately and 

interchangeably in the payment of campaign expenses. He 
would pay expenses through one committee and list them for 
another committee. Similarly, contributions made to DODD_for 

Senate w ere transferred to testimonial dinner funds. The| |

mittee (account) but were accounted for on another committee. 

The re are two or three items charged to American

For months preceding DODD Day, | |( FULL NAME UNKNOWN) 
had been assigned the task of going through ail case files, 
preparing lists of all persons or firms helped by DODD's office 
during his Senate service.

the Senator's office in Washington, D. C, to| |who was 

in Connecticut working on the DODD Day affair. 
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The letters sent to persons being invited stated 
that the purpose was to raise funds for the campaign. The DODD 
Day affair was timed as closely to the campaign as possible, 
but not to be within the scope of the Contributors Reporting 
Law, a Connecticut law which requires all contributions wxthxn 
a period of time to be reported. In this instance, the report 
of contributions would begin as of November 1, whereas DODD 
Day affairs were held on October 26, 1963; thus the contrxbutors 
would think they were contributing to the campaign but the con- 
tributions would not fall within the time period for reportxng. 

ANDERSON said that the newspapers reported DODD 
received $75,000.00 from DODD Day, based on a head count. 
ANDERSON said, however, that he determined that DODD recexved 
$22,000.00 from the Hartford affair, $8,000.00 from the Wood- 
ridge affair, and $12,000.00 from the Bridgeport affaxr, 
totaling $42,000.00. 

The Hartford figure is a gross figure, and the 
Woodridge and Bridgeport figures are net after expenses. For 
gross receipts approximately $2,000.00 can be added to Wood- 
ridge and $3,000.00 to Bridgeport. The check for the Wood- 
ridge affair was lost* It became the object of a search. By 
the time it was. found, several persons knew the amount of the 
check. 

Nothing was heard of what happened to the money from 
any of the three affairs. Two weeks before DODD Day, DODD 
threw an expensive wedding reception for his daughter. At the 
time, DODD was flat broke and seeking new co-signers for bank 
loans.

ANDERSON stated when DODD reported ftrt 
contributions, he knew he had collected more than $200,000.00 
and that the end of collection reporting was not xn sight. 
ANDERSON said DODD filed a statement with the State of Connect- 
icut indicating he had received collections of $JJ7,ooo.ou. 
He reported expenses of $190,000.00, with a resulting deficit 
of $13,000.00. 

ANDERSON says the consensus of estimates based on 
conservative , accounting was that DODD must have collected over 
$275,000.00 and his actual legitimate expenses were only 
llSO^OOO.OO, leaving a surplus of $145,000.00. According to 
ANDERSON, DODD's personal records show that he deposited 
campaign money and used the same for his personal affairs. 
None' of the funds used are shown as income m his tax returns. 

To raise money to cover the deficit he reported to 
the State of Connecticut, a victory dinner was held m March,. 
1965, to make up the deficit from the 1964 campaign. 
Solicitation letters said that the affair was to pay off the 
deficit. Senate personnel and facilities were used in making 
preparation for the affair. DODD prevailed °n Vice President 
HUBERT HUMPHREY to be th e guest . speaker, despite the fact tnat 
Mr. (FIRST NAME UNKNOWN) ! - I Chairman of the Democratic 
Party, ..wanted HUMPHREY to. speak at the Jefferson- Jackson 
dinner to be held two weeks later in Connecticut. DODD 
prevailed upon HUMPHREY that his campaign deficit was so bad 
that he needed HUMPHREY'S help.

The sources who furnished him information concern- 
ing Senator THOMAS J. DODD would be willing to talk to 
Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) Agents regarding the 
background and significance of the documents which they 
obtained from DODD and have been furnished to the FBI by 
ANDERSON provided they could be granted some form of immunity 
from prosecution in the event they have violated any law. 
ANDERSON said if any violation has occurred, it was without 
knowledge or intent and based entirely on the sources desire 
to aid the United States. 

ANDERSON said his sources felt DODD had violated 
certain laws and it was their duty to this country over and ■ 
above loyalty to DODD to report the information to some 
responsible agency or person. The documentary material they 
furnished to ANDERSON was described as material they had 
access to and control over- in, the normal course of their 
occupational duties and that they did not steal the documents. 

According to ANDERSON, the sources thought it would 
serve no purpose to report these matters to J the Senate Ethics 
Committee and they were apprehensive of reporting the matter 
to the FBI for various reasons, including the fact that DODD 
was a former Special Agent, and they feared he would learn 
of the report through the Department.. The sources felt

(appear to him to be particularly significant or to be directly 
{involved with any type of Federal violation. 

ANDERSON concluded that he had now furnished to the 
TBI all material which he possessed, except as stated above, 
land except for the dictation of his memoranda and notes, which 
[he had previously offered to do. He said he had not been able, 
fto dictate the material from his memoranda and notes due to 
Illness, but would do this as soon as he could find spare time. 
ANDERSON was unable to offer any approximation as to when the 
lictated material would be available. 

ANDERSON said he would be available at any time to 
answer questions of a specific nature concerning a particular 
topic, provided this does not consume too much time. 
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During the course of the interview, ANDERSON stated 
he felt the Department of Justice should grant immunity to 
his sources in the event they had violated any law, which 
ANDERSON does not think has occurred, in order to permit these 
sources to make the full story available to the Government 
concerning DODDo 

ANDERSON said he had reviewed Internal Revenue 
statutes concerning political contributions . ANDERSON said 
he is convinced he has located clear cut violations cm-part of 
DODD where he has used political contributions for personal 
purposes, and has not reported same as income* 

In this connection, Mr. ANDERSON exhibited a printed 
pamphlet containing current Internal Revenue Service rulings, 
decisions, et cetera, which stated in part, under Part II, 
Computation of Net Income, Section 22(a), Gross Income General, 
as follows i 

M The portion of a political contribution received by 
a political organization or a candidate for political 
office which is diverted from political campaign 
purposes to the personal use of the candidate or 
other individual constitutes taxable income to such 
candidate or other individual ♦ " 

ANDERSON alleged that Senator DODD was guilty of taking 
Federal money under false pretenses in that he has taken trips 
for which the travel expense was paid for by the Government, 
but for which DODD would also receive travel expense money from 
private sources * ANDERSON explained that DODD would receive 
payment for official travel from a committee or subcommittee 
on which he serve§, would M go through the motions 11 of interviewing 
or contacting an individual at the place he visited regarding 
an official matter, but would arrange such travel to coincide 
with a speaking engagement at the same place, and collect travel 
funds from the group or organization before which he would make 
a speecho ANDERSON said the official contacts which DODD would 
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make on committee business would be, for example, to a chief 
of police, whereby DODD could purportedly gain some general 
information which would be of interest in connection with the 
matter of juvenile delinquency , but DODD made no reports 
regarding such contacts. 

ANDERSON said that in one such instance, DODD collected] 
from the Government, from the organization or group before which 
he gave a speech, and from a law client. 

%iDERSON said that DODD on March 31, 1964, deposited 
a Frouge (phonetic) , law client, Check Number 7827 for 
$193.57. DODD also charged the Government, and some outfit 
to which he spoke, for the same trip. This was an instance 
where DODD charged the travel three ways. ANDERSON stated 
that he had not completed the review of his notes and was not 
in a position to furnish further specifics with regard to this 
item. 

ANDERSON said DODD deposited Check Number 62 from 
the National Association of Insurance Commissions for $500 on 
July 30, 1963, which was for a trip to Seattle, On August 30, 
1963, DODD deposited United States Treasury Check Number 16729, 
dated August 23, 1963, for $24.50 per diem. ANDERSON said if 
DODD collected per diem he would undoubtedly have collected 
travel, but ANDERSON only had the specific information available 
concerning the per diem, which was for the same trip for which 
DODD received the check from the National Association of Insurance 
Commissions. 

In April, 1965, DODD spoke to the Ford Hall Forum, 
Boston, Massachusetts, and charged travel to them as well as 
to the Government. 

In October, 1965, DODD made a trip to Mi ami . Florida.

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The subcommittee paid DODD's way to Miami, and he came back 
by an Air Force plane. DODD also got paid for the same trip 
by a group to whom he spoke, Citizens Committee for Free Cuba. 
ANDERSON said a small but interesting incident occurred in 
this connection. When DODD talked to the Citizens Committee 
for Free Cuba, he insisted o n picking up t he check for dinner, 
and later had his assistant, I I call and ask the 

committee for a refund (reimbursement) for the dinner in the 
amount of $150. ANDERSON said also that the Citizens Committee 
for Free Cuba gave DODD airline tickets instead of money for 
his travel, which tickets DODD returned to the travel agency 
and got cash for them. 

ANDERSON said DODD took one trip to Puerto Rico and 
took the staff with him, but when they got there, they found 
out the trip was in fact just a vacation, and there was 
practically nothing for the staff to do. 

With regard to information he had obtained which

$6,026,72, per records, ANDERSON indicated that records 
subsequent to November, 1965, had not been available from which 
to obtain further detailed information concerning payments in 
the latter part of 1965. 

ANDERSON advised that he had an appointment with 
representatives of the Senate Ethics Committee on Monday, 
March 14, 1966, at which time he would tell them they could 
have access to his copies of documents and records obtained 
from Senator DODD's office, and/or "in order to avoid dupli- 
cation of work," he would tell them he had furnished 
information to the FBI. ANDERSON indicated he assumed the 
Senate Ethics Committee would be able to secure information 
from the FBI. It was pointed out to ANDERSON that the FBI 
reports results of investigations to the Department of Justice, 
and any decision concerning this matter would rest with the 
Department .

There is attached hereto for the Director's 
ready reference a summarization prepared by our Washington 
Field Office (WFO) which represents results of the review 
of 32 folders consisting of approximately 5,000 pages made 
available to date by jack Anderson, Drew Pearson's leg man,, 
concerning Senator Thomas J. Dodd. 

A letter to Assistant Attorney General Vinson 
is attached for approval, transmitting a report by WFO, to- 
gether with" one photograph of each of the approximately 5,000 
documents made available by Anderson with an inventory listing 
thereof. Also attached is an airtel to WFO ordering initiation 
of the investigation requested by Vinson concerning the theft 
of documents from Dodd's files. 

SUMMARIZATION OF ATTACHMENT: 

On basis of material furnished to date, it appears 
Anderson's principal complaint is that Dodd's reported 
i campaign contributions and' expenditures have grossly under- 
stated contributions and overstated expenditures with the 
unreported funds being used by Dodd for his own personal, 
benefit. Anderson states he conservatively estimates that 
between 1961 and 1965, Dodd "pocketed" $365,000 in this 
-fashion which he failed to report as income on his Federal kJ. 
-income tax return^s. If true, this would represent potential 
violations of the Internal Revenue Code over which Internal 
Revenue Service would have investigative jurisdiction.

REVIEW OF FILE S MADE AVAILABLE BY JACK ANDERSON 

■ Anderson made available 26 files containing copies 
of correspondence, telegrams, invoices, checks, financial 
records, tax returns and other data which he said were obtained 
from the office of Senator Dodd. These files were reviewed 
and there is hereinafter set forth a brief resume of the 
contents of each of these files according to the caption 
placed on the file by Anderson."'* 1 . The subjects* are- listed as items A 
through Z, 

A. CURIOUS CASE OF JULIUS KLEIN 

• * 

The file contained newspaper clippings and much 

Cj^Y correspondence and communications between Major General Julius. 
V Klein, retired United States Army, who was formerly National 
Commander of the Jewish War Veterans, 1947, and Senator Thomas 
J. Dodd and other prominent national political figures. The 
file disclosed the following: 

The Committee on Foreign Relations, United States 
Senate, 88th Congress, First Session, held hearings on the 
activities of " -non - diplomatic representatives of foreign 
principals in the United States. Klein, a registered agent 
for a group representing German industrial, civic and 
political groups, was questioned by the committee on May 13, 
1963, in connection with the activities of paid agents for 
a foreign interest. 

After his testimony, there were accounts in the 
press of Klein's activities and the hearings were published. 
Klein charged there were distortions of his activities in the 
United States and German Press, which greatly injured him and 
the clients he represented. Klein, in correspondence, maintained that 
as a result of hearings, the "Mannesmann Contract had been 
cancelled which resulted in a $100,000 loss to him. Klein

said other contracts were up and that he supposed he would 
have to face a situation similar to the"Mannesmann." 

Klein appealed to Dodd as well as other prominent 
political figures to assist him and help clarify the picture 
to German business and government leaders.

The file contained Senator's schedules, correspondence * 
campaign budgets, lists of contributions and expenditures with 
reference to campaign activities of organizations and persons 
interested in Dodd. The file included political literature 
and a list with the handwritten caption "Washington Reception 
September, 1963," which reflected a long list of names and 
the amounts of money with handwritten notations identifying 
some of the individuals. The file included a number of lists 
which purportedly represented contributions by name of 
individual and detailed listings of expenditures incurred in 
connection with Dodd 1 s campaign. The file reflected Vice 
President Lyndon B. Johnson was scheduled to help the Dodd 
campaign on October 26, 1963.

As of November 5, 1958, Dodd resigned as legal 
counsel for Guatemala in the United States. This followed 
inquiry by Republican Party National Chairman Meade Alcorn 
in the Senatorial Campaign of 1958 as €o whether or not Dodd 
would continue his affiliation with a /foreign government if , 
elected. 

In December, 1961, Dodd championed the cause of 
President Tshombe of the Congo's Katanga Government contrary 
to the position being taken by President Kennedy and the United 
Nations with respect to the Congo problem* On one occasion 
the United States Ambassador to the Congo complained to President 
Kennedy that Tshombe would not see him because Dodd had 
convinced Tshombe the United States. State Department was • 
communist influenced. 

On May 14, 1965, Dodd delivered a speech in the 
United States Senate eulogizing President Park of Korea and 
outlined the great strides Korea had achieved under Park' s 
administration. In a memorandum to the President of May 11, 
1965, Dodd strongly urged that a decision declining the Korean 
Embassy's bid to have President Park address a joint session 
of Congress. He reconsidered since Dodd felt the Korean 
President would speak favorably concerning United States policy 
in Viet Nam and this would be helpful to this country.
